TWO HUNDRED DIED. 


It Is Estimated That Daring Heated 
Term of One Week That Nam 
ber of People Expired In 
Greater Mew York. 


New York, July 20.—The w’avs 
of 
Intense heat which held this city in its 
grasp more than a week, causing 200 
deaths, several times that number ot 
serious prostrations and untold suffer­ 
ing to millions, has been thoroughly 
broken. 
The relief which came Wed­ 
nesday afternoon, when a violent storm 
of wind and rain swept over the city 
for scarcely more 
than five minutest 
became perm anent. Although the tem 
perature ran rapidly up again after 
the shower, the cooling breeze which 
followed sent the mercury slowly down 
(Vice more, a comfortable night fol­ 
lowed and Thursday the temperature 
was near normal. 
The lowest point 
reached during W ednesday night was 
78. 
Thursday, when the temperature 
began to rise on an average of three 
degrees an hour 
until 
81 had been 
reached, the wind continued, and with 
the sky partly overcast there was no 
Indication of a renewal of the Intoler- 
. able conditions of the past week or 
’ J more. Two deaths from hea£ and sev- 
* eral prostrations were reported early 
Thursday, but In nearly every case 
they are thought to have been due tc 
exhaustions. 
Milk am ounting to the immense to ­ 
tal of 1,500,000 quarts w'us consumed 
W ednesday In this city to quench the 
thirst caused by the great heat wave. 
In order to procure this unusually large 
quantity dealers were compelled to ad- 
vanace their paying price one-quarter 
of a cent per quart.

FINE TOBACCO IN TEXAS. 


Sumatra Wrapper Grown Under Canvass 
Near Palestine. 


A Herald man made a visit to 
the home of Mr. H. R. Dietz this 
morning, to inspect the Sumatra 
tobacco being grown by that gen­ 
tleman under governmental direc­ 
tion, having heard so much about 
that special crop. 
Seeing the arti­ 
cle growing reveals some things 
that almost stagger belief. 
Mr. 
Dietz has just one-fourth of an acre 
under canvass, a cheap material 
somewhat 
resembling 
mosquito 
netting. 
This canvass was put 
up by 
specifications 
furnished, 
aud was supposed to be ample in 
height to care fo? the plants, yet, 
after they have been topped, they 
are pushing the canvass up, and 
the upward growth is being some­ 
what 
retarded 
thereby. 
These 
plants were set under the canvass 
jast two months ago, and now the 
plants measure 
eight feet. 
The 
best leaves measure 14x22 inches, 
and experts pronounce them the 
finest in appearence they have ever 


to this small patch of Sumatra 
wrapper has in some Havana fill­ 
er also. The acreage in this tobac­ 
co over the county is right exten­ 
sive for the first year, and the crop 
is fine, most of it being already 
(harvested. 
Mr. Dietz is now har­ 
vesting his Sumatra crop. 
The 
leaves are being carefully removed 
from the stalks strung on threads 
and hung in the barn for drying. 
H e is doing this work with the 
assistance of a negro hand. 
He 
estimates it at 1200 pounds to the 
acre. — Palestine Herald.

avenue, 
the band 
holding the shafts became loose, 
which allowed the shafts to drop 
to the horde’s heels. 
The horse 
became frightened and began to 
run. 
The boy who was driving 
did not have sufficient strength to 
hold the animal, and be continued 
to run out Washington 
avenue 
toward the depot, taking the right 
side of th& street car track.

Height car in charge cf Motorman 
E. M. Smith was going out Wash­ 
ington avenue and 
had

The runaway ran

K ansas City, July 20.—T he C ity N a­ 
tional bank failed to open its doors 
T hursday. 
T he bank held paper of C. 
J. Devlin of T opeka to the am ount of 
upw ards of $100,000, and his failure 
is the direct resu lt of the closing of the 
F irst N ational 
bank 
of Topeka, of 
w hich Mr. Devlin w as the principal 
stockholder. 
Some tim e ago the com ptroller of 
the currency a t W ashington instructed 
the officers of the C ity N ational bank 
to rep air its capital. T his w as done by 
borrow ing 
from 
a local 
capitalist. 
Follow ing the failure of the F irst N a ­ 
tional bank 
a t Topeka the^ K ansas 
C ity cap italist becam e in sisten t upon 
the repaym ent of his loan, and this de­ 
m and caused the officers of the C ity 
N ational to decide upon closing the In­ 
stitution. 
T he only 
other bank in 
K ansas C ity w hich w as cau g h t by the 
failure of the F irst N ational bank of 
T opeka w as the A m erican 
N ational 
bank of K an asas City, w hich is said 
to have held upw ards of $200,000 of 
the D evlin paper. 
It is stated posi­ 
tively to th e A ssociated P ress by a 
leading b an k er th a t other K ansas City 
institu tio n s will not perm it th is bank 
to fail. 
The C ity N ational bank w as organ­ 
ized in 1900 and is One of th e youngest 
of the national banking in stitutions of 
the city. 
Its capital is $300,000 and it 
h as deposits of $1,476,648. 
Its officers 
are E dw ard lrebo, president: Jam es (I. 
S trean, 
cashier; John 
Moore, 
vice 
president, and C harles A. Loomis, sec­ 
ond vice president.
